mitted, that their health and ſtrength is of no little im- 
portance to ſociety; their preſervation is eſſentially neceſ- 

fary for the continuance of the human rac; and the ju- 
dicious application of remedies to their {imple complaints, 
demands our utmoſt attention. It ſeems. greatly to have 
the advantage over the practice which reſpe*'s adults, 3s 


the diſeaſes of the latter are more complicated and intri- 


cate, whereas thoſe of young children are more ſimple, 
and therefore more eaſily underttood-—it may perhaps be 
ſaid, that infants cannot communicate -a knowledge of 
tneir complaints, as they cannge acquaint a_praQti 
with their ſymptoms; but hough young children do not 
ſpeak our language, yet they have one which we ſhould 
ſtrive to underſtand; nay, every diſtemper may be ſaid 
to have a language of its own, which an attentive perſon 
will eaſily learn, and which the fond mother or nurſe, 
ſhould uſe their utmoſt endeavours to comprehend, ſo as 
to avoid and cure the few and fimple diſorders to which 
they are ſubject. |

| The diſeaſes of infants chiefly ariſe from ſome  ingigeſdi- 
ble or other matter in their ſtomach and bowels. | Nor is 
this at all ſurprizing, as they are in a manner poiſoned 
with nauſeous drugs, and improper food, on their firſt 
entrance into life; and every ſubſtance that their weak 
ſtomachs cannot digeſt, may be looked upon as poiſonous 


qualities, and unleſs it can be thrown up by vomiting, ar 
carried off by the bowels, muſt be productive of what 


the nurſes call inward fits, which often terminate in . 
convulſions and dearh, 

No. I. Take of the powder of Tpicacuans fix grains; 
milk - water, one ounce; ſyrup of cloves, tu e drachms: 
Mix, and make the vomiting mixture z. one or two table 
ſpoonfuls to be taken (one, if the child is within three 
months; two, if turned of three months, and ſo in pro- 
portion aſterwards) every half hour till it operates. The 
operation is very gentle, and is follpwed by refreſhing

vp the diſeaſes, and bring the moſt. melancholy. conſe» 
quences, as | have before obſerved; and ont of regard 


to the human ſpecies, mention once more, that no geo 
v erer gained by lulling a chitd:to ſleep, when 0 cries 
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 Giewrkat iels diſordered; but, in general. ſuch condud is 
productive of the moſt dreadful conſeeuences. If the 
above gentle vomits and laxative remedies be properly gi- 
ven, and the child's belly and limbs be often rubbed with 
= warm hand, or very ſoft flannel before the fire, they 
will feldom nil to relieve thoſe complaints ſo peculiarly 
ſubject to their tender frame, and fiom which the infant 
gace ſuffer fo much. This general obſervation and direc. 
Sons, include by far the greateſt part of what can be done 
for relieving the internal afflictions of young children; 
and ney will alſo conſiderably alleviate many of thoſe

FROM the weakneſs of the tender frame of young 
children, and particularly of the ſtomach and bowels; a 
Vnniting or Looſeneſs may be induced by any thing that 
irritates thoſe paſſiges Hence, thoſe complaints much 
more frequently affect infants than adults. Theſe diſor- 
ders are ſeldom dangerous, and indeed ought not to be 
attended to, unleſs ihey ſhould become violent, or cunti- 
nue ſo long, as groatlyro weaken and reduce the eonlti»

THE pricipal indication with regard to the cure of 
fevers in infants, is the correcting of the acidity, or other 
Matters in the bowels, by which means they may be moe 
effectually ditordered. This is moſt likely to be done by 
abſurbents, and gentle evacuations, 

The following remedies may be adminiſtered with great 

Aſety, from three months to o years old, 
Take of prepared crabs' cyes, ten grains; purified nitre, 
Ahree grains; cochinea), in fine poder, one grain: Make 
the powder, to be taken eyery fix hours, with a pap 
{goonful of the tollowing minture: 

Take of milk - water, two ounces; bro of faffron, and 
nutmey- water, ot each rwo drachms; the ſpirit of Min.

THE children of the poor are hardly ever free from 
one kind of eruption or another; and this is alſo a very 
common dilarder among intants of every claſs of people. 
It is to be remembered, that ſuch cutaneous affeftions are 
feldom attended with any bad effects on the eonſtitutions; 

they generally prove an effort of nature to unload herſelf 
of lomething obnoxiuus ; fo that they often prove ſaluta- 
Ty, and, con cquently, are not to be haſtily ſuppreſſed. 

The eruptions ot children are chiefly owing to improper 
food, and neg ct ot ckanlineſs, If a child be ſtuffed at 
all hours with food that its ſtomach is not able to digeſt, 

znitcad ot nouriſhing the body, fills it with groſs humours. 
- Theſe nuit cither break out in form of an eruption, upon 
the skin or 1emain in the body, and occaſion fevers, or 
other internal dio ders When eruptions are the effects of 
improper food, or want of cleanlineſs, a proper atte ntion 
to theſe alone will generally be ſufficient to remove them: 
if this ſhould not bete caſe, ſome drying medicines will 


de neceſſary. When they are applied, the hody ought at 


the ſame time to be kept open, and cold carefully to 

be avoided. We know of no medicine that is more fafe 
for drying up cutancous eruptiuns than ſulpher, provided

"th ver ty cram them too much, and regulate the quan- 
5 tity and time of feeding, which is eatily done in this 
early time of life, dickneſs is the only caſe that will 
allow us any deviation from this rule; and then the 
change ſhould conſiſt more in a dimunition of the ufual 
quar.tity, notwithſtanding a general and fatal conduct

children to cram them for ever, and at times when
